BERLIN, June 18 (AP). — Ger- 
many’s high command proclaimed 
today fhe imminent “collapse” of 
France’s last resistance in the field. 
Nazi forces were declared to have 
crossed the Orne River at several 
points; to have reached the Loire 
upstream from Orleans as far as 
Nevers; to have occupied the 
French armament center of Le 
Creuzot and captured Belfort fort- 
ress, the fortress of Dijon and 
Colmar. 
Claimed also was the fortress of 
Metz—“surrendered,” said the high 
command, to “audaciously advanc- 
ing mobile detachments.” 
Sectors of the Maginot line still 
being defended by the French were | 
declared to be under attack from 
the rear. 


Break-through Widened. 
The break-through of the Mag-| 
inot line south of Saarbrucken was, 
widened as far as the Rhine-Marne’ 
canal. 
“Far more than 100,000 prisoners” | 
were taken yesterday alone, the 
communique reported. Booty in- 
cluded the equipment of numerous 
French divisions and _ several 
fortresses. | 

The high command told of heavy 


punishment inflicted by the Ger- 
man air force in. Northwestern 
France, in the estuary of the River 
Loire and between the Atlantic and 
the Upper Loire. 

Six 70-ton tanks “of primitive. 
construction” and apparently in- 
tended for destructive purposes 
over a very short period were re- 
ported captured by Nazi troops at 
Nevers, the German radio said to-

The announcer said the mam-

BORDEAUX, France, June 18 
(AP).—Premier Marshal Petain or- 
dered all French land, sea and air 
forces tonight to keep on fighting 
—even while he awaited Adolf Hit- 
ler’s reply to his plea for an “hon- 
orable” peace. 

Peace negotiations have not even 
begun, the 84-year-old Premier told 
his men.

170,000 Tons of Allied

BERLIN, June 18 (AP).—The 
German high command reported 
more than 170,000 tons of Allied 
transports and numerous smaller 
war and merchant ships had been 
severely damaged or destroyed by 
German planes in the Estuary of 


the River Loire, “the biggest air 
raid effect” yet obtained in the 
war. 

(The Loire estuary would be a 


the British expeditionary force 
which has been fighting with the 
French along the Loire front.) 

While more than 170,000 tons was 
officially declared hit, other author- 
ized sources said that a total of 
880,000 tons of shipping was caught 
and heavily bombed and_ that 
“much” of it was actually put out 
of action. Nine transports running 
from 10,000 to 30,000 tons were re- 
ported hit. 

The communique said: 

“We succeeded in obtaining a 
hitherto biggest raid effect at the 
Loire Estuary. 

“Enormous shipping space was 
severely damaged or destroyed. 
Among the ships hit were a num- 
ber of which were loaded: Two 
transports of 30,000 tons each, two 
transports of 25,000 tons each, one 
transport of 20,000 tons, four trans- 
ports of over 10,000 tons each, and 
numerous smaller war and mer- 
chant ships. 

“Nine ships were sunk and oth- 
ers partly exploded, completely 
burned out or partiy capsized. 

“In, the course of the night of 
June 17-18 English airplanes _re- 
sumed their attacks against non- 
minitary targets in Northern and 
Western Germany.

“The declaration of union: 

“At this most fateful moment in

to a life of robots and slaves.

Roland Greene Usher, head.of the 
Washington University history de- 
partment, said yesterday afternoon 
in a talk over Radio Station KSD. 
If France should decide to fight on, 
it will be hopeless, and the only 
result will*be that France will lose 
its recuperative power and have no 


chance to renew its resistance in) 


time to come, according to Dr. 
Usher. 

The peace terms that Hitler and 
Mussolini make will be hard and 
humiliating, he predicted, but “that 
must be faced resolutely to avoid 
worse yet.” What recuperative 
powers remain to France have to 
be jealously guarded, or the Ger- 
man domination of France would 
be enduring Dr. Usher emphasized. 
If France accepts peace terms now, 
he said, it will give Germany a pres- 
ent victory but no one that might 
endure.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
The Senate voted down today a 
proposal by Senator Townsend 
(Rep.), Delaware, to end the ad- 
ministration’s authority to purchase 
foreign silver. 

The decision, which reversed 8 
stand taken by the Senate on two 
previous occasions, was by @ vote 
announced as 46 to 35. 

The Townsend proposal was of- 
fered as an amendment to the 
pending $1,007,000,000 defense tax 
bill. 

Last year and earlier this session 
the Senate voted to end the foreign 
silver buying program. On the lat- 
ter occasion the House refused to 
consider the issue on the ground it 
involved revenue legislation which 
must originate in the House under 
the Constitution. 

Effect in Hemisphere Cited. 

Administration supporters and 
others, in their successful fight to 
kill the amendment, used “Western 
Hemisphere solidarity” as_ their 
argument. 

Senator. Downey ‘Dem.), Califor- 
nia, asserted that cessation of the 
silver purchase program would 
“disrupt” Mexican economy. and 
“lend aid and comfort to the ene- 
mies of our friends in Mexico.” 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, said the proposal would af- 
fect the economies of Chile and 
Peru. 

Townsend told the Senate that it 
was a “criminal waste and a dan- 
gerously foolish one” to put money 
into the purchase of foreign metal 
when the United States needed all 
its resources to build up national 
defense. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
urged the Senate to save $500,000,- 
000 from regular non-defense out- 
lays of the Federal Government by 
approving his amendment to. the 
tax bill calling for a 10 per cent 
over-all reduction in ‘these ex- 
penditures. 

Senator Rusell .(Dem.), Georgia, 
charged that the entire 10 per cent 
cut would fall on agricultural and 
relief appropriations and asserted: 

“If there is going to be a 10 
per cent reduction in everything, 
including salaries, I would vote for 


‘it, but I am not going to vote for

Income Tax Proposal. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary:

Democratic leaders, abandoning 
hope of congressional adjournment 
by Saturday, encountered a Repub- 
lican rebuff to a compromise pro- 
posal for a recess until Aug. 15. « 

“I will not agree to any recess 
beyond three days,” said Senator 
McNary (Rep.), Oregon, the min- 
ority leader, who has joined others 
of his party in damanding that Con- 
gress stay in session during the 
European war crisis.

Dr. Frank Says Roosevelt ‘Plays 


Politics With Foreign Affairs’ 


‘No President Has Right to Assume He Is 
Receiver for Destiny of 130,000,000

PHILADELPHIA, June 18. 
After calling President Roosevelt’s 
Charlottesville speech an “infor- 
mal declaration of war,” Dr. Glenn 
Frank of Wisconsin told a cheer- 
ing 1940 Republican Resolutions 
Committee today that “no Presi- 
dent of the United States has the 
right to assume that he is receiver 
for the destiny of 130,000,000 Amer- 
icans.” 

Dr. Frank was head of the Re- 
publican Program Committee of 
200 members which drafted a ten- 
tative platform for the 1940 na- 
tional convention. He appeared 
before the Resolutions Committee 
to bring up to date the report, “A 
Program for a Dynamic America.” 
eSpeaking as an individual Re- 
publican—he is not a member of 
the Resolutions Committee—he de- 
clared that he personally hoped 
the 1940 platform would go on 
record for extending “the utmost 
material assistance to the Allies 
through the normal channels of 
trade.” He said the Allies had the 
securities to pay for this aid. 

Against “Blind Isolation.” 

“I hope,” he continued, “that the 
Republican party will stand for 
keeping this country free for this 
war, but also keep the party free 
from blind isolation. Let us see 
where we can make our contribu- 
tion and where we cannot. Our 
contribution is not on the battle- 
field. Let us not lose our heads 
so far as this is concerned.” 

Frank’s remarks received a fav- 
orable response from the 40 odd 
committee members who are meet- 
ing in advance of the convention 
to draw up a platform for presen- 
tation next week. Like Alfred M. 
Landon of Kansas, a member of 
the committee, he urged “flexible” 
planks to meet situations as they 
arise during the next four years as 
well as what may happen between 
now and the election in November. 

The Roosevelt administration, 
Frank charged has been “playing 
politics with foreign affairs,” with 
its management of foreign rela- 
tions in recent months representing 
grosser mismanagement than its 
handling of the domestic situation. 

“I do not believe,” he said, “that 
the rank and file of our people 
agree with the ‘me-too’ attitude tak- 
en by some o* our party leaders. Of 
course, politics should stop at the 
water’s edge, but the present ad- 
ministration has been playing poli- 
tics with our international affairs. 
The rank and file expects the Re- 
publican. party to offer a rational 
alternative to the present conduct 
of these affairs.

“It is not a question of pref- 
erence—we are on‘the side of the 
democracies.

Former Sena- 
tors Edge of New Jersey and Pep- 
per of Pennsylvania favored an 
opening meeting. It was agreed 
that Frank and the region chair- 
man of the Program Committee 
would confer later in executive ses- 
sions with the committee and its 
subcommittees.

After Frank had spoken several 
of the regional chairmen took the 
floor. William S. Howe of Massa- 
chusetts, who represented former 
Gov. Trumbull of Connecticut, de- 
clared that New England favored 
aid to the Allies “short of an expe- 
ditionary force.” Howe said that 
New England had never been neu- 
tral in the present war and urged 
that the United States follow the 
lead of the William Allen White 
committee for all possible aid to 
the Allies short of war.

Trade Disrupted by War 
All South America May 

~ Otherwise Fall to Nazis, 
Italians, They Assert. 


BUENOS AIRES, June 18 (AP). 
—Informed Argentine sources said 
today that the South American na- 
tions, dependent on substantial ex- 
port trade balances for both finan- 
cial and political stability, needed 
material aid from the United States 
to avert domination by totalitarian 
Powers in Europe. 

These sources said the time had 
arrived when the United States 


must choose between extending far- 
reaching financial aid to _ these 
“economic victims of the European 
war” or watching them fall into 
economic systems of the totalita- 
ian nations. 

Argentina, like Brazil, Chile. Uru- 
guay and other South American re- 
publics, has seen its export mar- 
kets disrupted and some of them 
eliminated by the spread of war in 
Europe, it was pointed out. 

These comments came as news 
arrived from Washington of a 
White House plan for an inter- 
American cartel, or sales agency, to 
handle Western Hemisphere ex- 
ports. 

Argentina’s Position. 

Argentines said their nation pro- 
vides the best example of the peril 
to pan-American democratic solid- 
arity in the present economic prob- 
lem. 

Argentina is one of the strongest 
democracies below the equator, 
they asserted, but economic insta- 
bility is an ever-present threat to 
its security. 

Failure of Argentina to maintain 
its economic. position through 
United. States’ assistance would 
mean, they said, that as soon as 
the European war ends this coun- 
try would be subjected to the dom- 
ination of German economy be- 
cause of inability to market its 
products elsewhere. 

Argentina, with an important out- 
put of wheat, corn, meat, hides and 
wool in normal times, has lost 30 
per cent of its markets abroad— 
in Holland, Belgium, France, Nor- 
way, Denmark, Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Germany and Italy.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
German parachute troops “assassi- 
nated” three French Generals :n 
their own headquarters, Count Rene 
de Chambrun asserted yesterday. 

The Count, descendant of Lafay- 


ette and honorary citizen of this 
country, served as liaison officer 
between the French army and the 
British Expeditionary Force in 
Flanders. In an interview yester- 


day he attributed the French 
Army’s defeat to the Nazis’ “fifth 
column” activities, and said that 
“we weren’t fighting the same war

WITH ADEQUATE DEFENSE 


Naval Affairs Group Says Geography Makes 


This Country Immune From Attack if It 
Controls Nearby Seas and Air Bases. . 


The Post-Dispatch, on its editorial page 
of June 9, printed excerpts of the report of 
the Senate Committge on Naval Affairs, 
issued May 15. For those who may not 
‘have read the important conclusions of 
this Committee, the Post-Dispatch here- 
with reprints them. 


ROM the military point of view, the United States must 

be considered as an insular nation. We are separated 
from potential enemies on the East and West by broad and 
deep oceans. On our Northern and Southern borders are 
nations which have been friendly heretofore. | 

Our situation is not similar to that of the British at 
the present time. Prior to the advent of air power, the 
British Isles were insular countries. This complete in- 
sularity is now compromised in the military sense in that 
they are subject to damaging attack by aircraft based on 
the Continent. 

The armies of Europe and Asia do not menace us. To 
be a menace they must be transported across the sea in 
ships. Airplanes based on the continents of Europe and 
Asia do not menace us. To threaten seriously our conti- 
nental security, they must be conveyed across the sea and 
operated from bases in or near this hemisphere. 

The armed forces of no* foreign nation. or group of 
nations can seriously threaten our continental security if 

make sure that we command the seas which separate 
us from all potential enemies. 

From the evidence available, it appears that if we 
build and maintain an adequate navy, provide ourselves 
with adequate air power and a comparatively small but 
well-trained and highly efficient army, we cannot be de-

Leaders, at the top in the morn- 
ing on fair-sized volume, began 
to give way after mid-day and, at 
the close, improvement was can- 
celed in many cases, Minus signs 


also were to be seen here and there. 

Speculative contingents seeming- 
ly got little inspiration from the 
European war picture and the buy- 
ing that appeared was based main- 
ly on continuance of industrial 
hopes surrounding the fast-growing 
domestic armament program and 
augmerted British purchases. 

The inclination of many traders 
was to stand aside and await the 
Hitler-Mussolini peace terms to 
France. Complicating the situation 
was word Premier Petain and Com- 
mander Weygand had appealed to 
their shrinking legions to keep on 
fighting until an armistice actually 
was signed. 

Dealings Lag Late. 

Dealings contracted to a mere 
dribble in the final hour and trans- 
fers for the full session totaled 718, 
810 shares. 

Prominent on the upswing— 
some eventually slipped—were Unit- 
ed States Steel, Bethlehem, Repub- 
lic, Santa Fe, New York Central, 
Southern Pacific, Great Northern, 
Goodyear, Sears Roebuck, United 
Aircraft, American Telephone, 
Western Union, Kennecott, Ameri- 
can Smelting, Allied Chemical and 
Loft. 

Sluggish were Boeing, Douglas 
Aircraft, Glenn Martin, Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, Texas Corpora- 
tion and Eastman Kodak.

A more optimistic appraisal of 
rubber company issues was heard 
on the belief production of the syn- 
thetic staple here may attain large 
proportions in a year or so and 
thus overcome shortened supplies 
of the commodity from abroad.

Now you know that unless 
every precaution is taken, hair 
bleached so frequently would lose 
all its vitality and break off. In- 
stead, Penny’s hair is soft and lus- 
trous and may be dressed in any 
desired fashion.

For the bleach solution, which is applied 
to dry hair, Miss Hunt uses a special cream oil to which she 
adds peroxide and beats up well with an egg beater. She 
advocates brushing the hair dry after the bleach shampoo, as 
this not only gives the scalp an extra stimulating treatment, 
but it makes the hair lustrous. When it has been thus dried 
thoroughly, it 1s moistened with water and set. A very small 
amount of cream dressing is used instead of a thick setting 
solution.

WHEN HAIRPINS are removed, after the setting, the hair 
should be thoroughly brushed again before it is combed into 
place. If this is done, the bleached hair will have a soft 
casual appearance and will be fluffy instead of straw-like (as 
are the majority of bleached heads!) Penny Singleton’s latest 
hairdo consists of feathery bangs and a coronet braid, which 
begins in back of her ears instead of in back of her neck.

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Dislocation of 
Disk Can Cause 


Low Back Pain

PATIENT writes “I have been 
A told that my sciatica is due to 

a protruded intervertebral disk. 
Will you please explain what this 
means?” 


The backbone is composed of a 
series of superimposed separate 
bones. Between each one is a car- 
tilaginous disk called the “interver- 
tebral disk.” Recent studies have 
indicated that in certain cases low 
back pain and sciatica may be due 
to dislocation of this cartilaginous 
disk. The condition is known as 
“protruded intervertebral disk.” 

A considerable difference of 
opinion has been expressed as to 
how often it occurs. Probably a 
very low percentage—not more than 
2 per cent of all cases of low back 
pain. Such cases of sciatica or 
low back pain as are caused by 
this condition are always preceded 
by injury or accident. Reports say 
that surgical removal of the disk 
is followed by relief. 

It certainly indicates that who- 
ever made this diagnosis is an alert 
and up-to-date physician, but it is 
to be hoped that gossip on this 
subject will not spread too rapidly 
among nervous patients. Most eases 
of low back pain are relieved by 
manipulations and by rest, warmth, 
light treatment and diathermy.

WHAT IS THE best solution to 
use for the prevention of athlete's 
foot in shower baths, by the sides 
of pools, and other such purposes? 


A one per cent solution of so- 
dium hypochlorite. Another solu- 
tion used is calcium hypochlorite in 
a two per cent solution. This is 
generally cheaper than sodium 
hypochlorite but there have been 
no careful studies on the capacity 
of calcium hypochlorite to kill 


ringworm. It is also more irri- 
tating to tissues. 
Sodium hypochlorite is  con- 


veniently purchased in metal chem- 
ical carboys in 20 per cent strength. 
This is diluted 20 to one for plac- 
ing in footbaths and the solution 
should be changed every second or 
third day. The approximate cost 
per change should be about 10 or 
15 cents, depending on the size of 
the footbath.

A DIABETIC or a person who is 
overweight, who uses. saccharin 
regularly asks whether its con- 
tinued use is accompanied by any 
harm. _ 


No, This subject has been ecare- 
fully investigated by a number of 
workers, and except in extremely 
large doses, no harmful effect has 
ever been proved from its use. The 
average amount of saccharin used 
is about a half a grain in a cup of 
coffee, making one and one-half 
grains a day the average dose. This 
can be continued for an indefinite 
period, 

There are plenty of diabetic pa- 
tients who have used saccharin for 
years and can testify to this fact.

Paul of 
the Perpetua] Grin is president of 
the Fraternity of the Wooden Leg 
and editor and publisher of a little 
magazine called “Courage,” which 
hands. out advice, cheer and 
chuckles to folks whc have had 
bad luck and have to wear peg 
legs or wooden arms. 

“Twenty-five years ago I ac- 
quired a wooden leg and since that 
time I’ve talked to many another 
wooden-leg wearer,” Paul Camp- 
bell explained as we sat in the liv- 
ing room of his East St. - Louis 
home. “After these chats I always 
went on my way feeling bétter for 
having fraternized with one of my 
tribe and I always explained these 
visits with strangers to my family 
by saying that we both belonged to 
the ‘Fraternity of the Wooden 
Leg.’ ” | 

On and off during Paul’s 25 
“handicapped” (and how he hates 
that word) years, he thought of 
forming some sort of society that 
would bring folks like himself 
closer together. But being a busy 
man, he did little but dream of his 
plan until a friend of his lost a foot 
last year. 

“I wrote her a hospital letter with 
wooden-legged philosophy and wel- 
comed her to the ‘Fraternity of 
the Wooden Leg,’” Paul laughed. 
“She wrote back immediately, pro- 
posing that we organize such a 
fraternity and after some corres- 
pondence, we sent out 12,000 cir- 
culars to folks using artificial limbs 
inviting them to join our organiza- 
tion.” 

The 12,000 names on the original 
mailing list of the Fraternity of 
the Wooden Leg were obtained 
from the makers of artificial limbs 
all over the United States, and 
out of this first mailing came sev- 
eral hundred requests for member- 
ship so that the Fraternity now is 
a going society. And this mdfith 
marks the launching of the Fra- 
ternity’s own magazine “Courage.” 

“No one has anything to _ lose 
but his loneliness by joining the 
Fraternity of the Wooden Leg,” 
Paul explained. “And together we 
can be of mutual assistance.” 

The constitution and by-laws of 
the Fraternity set forth that the

This board alsg will help members 
with an inventive turn of mind to 
perfect and patent their own ideas 
of what artificial legs and arms 
should be like. 


With an estimated 2,000,000 peo- 
ple in the United States, according 
to Government statistics, using 
wooden legs or artificial arms, the 
5000 copies of the first issue of 
“Courage” will hardly scratch the 
surface. But, says Campbell, the 
response to this mere drop in the 
bucket has been terrific. 

“We want ‘Courage’ to be a real 
medium of exchange between mem- 
bers of the Fraternity,” he _ ex- 
plained. “We folks with artificial 
‘arms and legs have problems that 
you folks with the arms and legs 
that nature gave you never sus- 
pect.” 

To handle these problems, there 
is an “Exchange Department” in 
“Courage,” conducted by Paul’s 
friend, Augusta Weaver, the Sapul- 
pa (Ok.) newspaper woman who 
last year lost a foot in an accident.

“And, be- 
lieve me, state of mind is every- 
thing when you're getting used to 
one of the darn things. Personally, 
I think that a wooden leg is a 
distinction that justifies greater 
pride than wearing false teeth or 
horn-rimmed glasses or carrying a 
cane. But the initiation you go 
through in acquiring your wooden 
leg is terrific. It should be a re- 
fining process. You should emerge 
a wiser, kinder, gentler fellow, 
more sympathetic with your fellow 
men. Overcoming the handicap 
should add to a fellow’s mental 
stature.” 

In Paul’s case, he believes that 
his wooden leg has been respon- 
sible for the tolerance in his nature 
and for his sense of humor. As a 
young and ambitious man, he 
hopped off a moving street car 
one day on his way to his printing 
business in Danville, Ill. That was 
in 1906 and he was much_ too 
busy to bother about what he 
thought was a mere bruise on his 
knee. Nine years, and two more 


falls later, Paul Campbell faced 
the fact that he must part with 
his right leg. 

“In the hospital in 1915, I lost 
the girl to whom I was engaged 
and my game leg at the same time,” 
he grinned. “And I also lost what 
few illusions I had had about the 
family lawyer. My doctor had told 
me I had an even chance of not 
surviving the operation and had 
better put my business affairs in 
order. My interview with the law- 
yer was brief. He would not do 
any of the things I asked for the 
protection of my mother’s estate— 
so I had to disappoint him and 
live.”

He points 
out that Sarah Bernhardt made her 
last grand tour of the United States 
wearing a wooden leg, that Paul 
Stuyvesant came to the colonies in 
1647, wearing a peg leg. And he 
sketches the history of the modern 
artificial limb with. all the trim- 
mings of an adventure yarn. 


Cork legs, according to Paul 
Campbell, hailed from Spain and 
Portugal and were an importation 
of crippled sailors. He says they 
used these cork legs much more 
successfully as life preservers than 
as means of locomotion on dress 
parade. With the war between the 
States, came the first great im- 
provement in artificial limbs. One 
J. E. Hanger of Virginia, lost a 
leg in battle and being a college- 
trained mechanical engineer, 
turned his attention to making a 
leg for himself, After three at- 
tempts he had fashioned such a 
fine leg for himself that he went 
into business building legs for oth- 
er disabled soldiers.

West's Poor 
Opening Lead 
Ruins Defense

HE importance of the opening 
T ices hardly can be overesti- 
mated. If the average player 
were given clairvoyance on this one 
single phase, it would, in my opin- 
ion, increase his score at each ses- 
sion by four to six thousand points! 
The brilliant opening leader, one 
who hits the bull’s-eye about 75 per 
cent of the time, would benefit by 
this clairvoyance to a much lesser 
extent, but his point increase still 
would be appreciable, possibly 2000 
points per session. “Swings” com- 
parable to that in today’s hand are 
found in almost every game.

Both North’s and South’s bidding 
was about as bad as can be imag- 
ined and got them into a contract 
that was sheer dynamite. 

If West had been a keen analyst 
he never would have selected as 
an opening lead the singleton of 
his partner’s suit. East attempted 
to shut out declarer’s spade tricks 
by refusing to take the king, hoping 
that declarer would not be able 
to enter his hand more than once. 
But this was not to be, 


Declarer entered his hand with 
the jack of diamonds and laid 
down the queen of spades. East 
won and made the best return of 
the nine of clubs. West co-oper- 
ated by merely covering South's 
jack with the queen, thereby main- 
taining communication with East. 
But unfortunately declarer now 
could run off his three good dia- 
monds and remaining spade tricks 
for the success of his redoubled 
contract, 


Except in those cases where part- 
ner has rebid his own suit two or 
three times, it is usually unwise 
to open a singleton in that suit. 
West should have realized that 
there was only one sure thing 
about East’s double, and that was 
that he would not have doubled 
without North’s first bid suit well 
controlled. A club lead from West’s 
hand was enticing, but the sound- 
est analysis dictated the lead of 
the top heart. Obviously, on this 
lead the contract would be doomed, 
and, in fact, unless the declarer 
played it well it would be slaugh- 
tered. 

If declarer properly refused to 
use dummy’s club king on the first 
club return by East, West would 
shift back to hearts, and in this 
way the defenders would make 
three hearts, one spade, and two 
clubs, thus penalizing the contract 
1000 points.
